3. IEl Other: 

EP 0 351 715 appears to show two thin structural elements (7, 8) fastened 
together by a tubular rivet (1) which is placed in position by an explosive driven 
tool. The tool has a barrel (12) which guides a piston (11) with a central bore to 
receive a mandrel (2). The lower end of the mandrel has a head (6) with a 
shaping edge (6a). The mandrel passes through the bore of the tubular rivet so 
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that the rivet is held against the piston. The barrel is placed over the structural 
elements, and the piston is driven downwards by the explosive charge. The 
mandrel punches holes in the elements for the rivet and a rivet head is formed by 
pulling the mandrel upwards causing the mandrel to break at a groove (5a). 

DE 26 54 718 appears to show two metal plates (1a, 1b) held together in 
the anvil (4) and in between the washer (5) and under pressure from the gun 
head (2a). The rivet (3) has a pointed end and a head. It is fitted with a washer 
under the head. The gun has a plunger (2b) which fires the rivet through the 
plates and the washer (5). The gun may be removed through the hole in the 
anvil, and the riveted plates are removed through the slot in the side of the anvil. 
The plunger is actuated by means of an explosive cartridge in the gun. 

DE 1 625 359 appears to show the rivet or stud (1) having a shank (3) of 
reduced diameter which is of polygonal cross-section. There is a small central 
hole in the shank which is enlarged by countersinking at the end. The maximum 
diameter of the countersinking is slightly greater than the distance across the 
flats of the polygonal cross-section so that longitudinal cracks are formed. When 
the stud or rivet (1) is driven into hard material (5) such as steel, the walls of the 
countersunk hole are splayed outwards to form claws (3a) which ensure a firm 
grip for the stud (1) even in relatively thin material. The central hole may be 
extended right through the stud to provide an escape for trapped air.
